THIS bnuiiful Seat it litiiated on the River Tof, a very fioe, clear, and copjoai Stream, near Raiiuiy, in Hamjubi/t, 
which ii remarkable for iti convcntnal Church, one of the mou Tcncrablc Satm Buildiogt in ihia Kingdom, about aeventy- 
five milea S. W.of London. The Houae haa been conaidrmbly improvetl by the present noUe Poasesaor; and contains a 
valuable Collection of Pictnrea, with an elegant Front towards the River, decorated with a Portico of tbe hnie Order, 
in a western Direction. 

The Gardena and Pleasure Grounds are bud out and planted in a neat and elegant modem Taste, with a Slope to the 
River, whisdt has a pleasing Effect, that adds considerably to tlie View. The Encioauiea that surround the Mansion are 
eatenaiye, and from many Spots exhibit a most bcaatiful, grotesque, and copious Prospect of tbe adjacent Country.

THIS 1 ‘tcgant and magnilicciit Svat of Lonl MeIhourn*\ rUuh 1« in n most delightful and catenRive Park, in the Hundml 
■>( liroadiatifr, in HntJ'ardJtirt, (ituatcd f»Mir Mile* N. of JfalfiiU, two Milei S. of H'thrytt, m* Mil<» W. of Iltrlfonl, 
tLiid about twenty-two Mileu N. W, from /-umfuN. Tlie Park and ancient EdiScc, whicli formerly belonged to the BnekeSt, 
came into iIk I'amily of the prcicni noble Poueimr by PuicImuc, and descended to hi, [>ord»l>ip on the Uentli of hi* Fnthcr, 
the late Sir Afatlhew hamb, Baronet, who began the prcnit modem Strocture, which w-a, tinidted by hi* (mrdrhip almut 
twelve Yeim since, by wlioin very considcrabte impravements have been made in the Part and ailjnccnt Ground*, which 
are *onie of the mo»t picturriquc and beautiful in the Kingdom. Mr. Paynt wa* tlie Architect ; and the beautiful Bridge 
over a spaoioui Sheet of Water (a Branrh front the River /.wa; which enricbe* the rndtnnling and extentive Semtery, wa* 
executed by the same ingenious Artitt. The Water and Out-ground* were laid out awl ditpoied by Mr. B’ooJ, of £uer, 
in the most luxuriant and masterly Manner. The Offices are under Ground, and were built after the Body of tire 
Building wat erected, by under-propping the Edifice. 1'he principal Stair-case it superb, and much admired for the curious 
Manner of its Constmetion, having Communication with every Part of the Building. The grand Urawing Room is 
finidted in a superior Style, at the End of which is an degant Painting of the Prince of Ifnia, leaning against a Horse, 
by Sir JoAm Jftyno/dr, viewed wiili to much eclat at Use Royal jfcadtmy, Saaanrt Platt, a few Years since. The Ceiling 
was designed and painted by Moriimer and IVktatlty, as we are informcti, at the Expence of fifteen hundred Pounds. The 
different Apartments contain many excellent Paintings by some of the first Masters; among which it a large magnificent 
Picture by Ttmrit. The whole, both imeroally and externally, it completed in a Style truly elegant, and highly to the 
Honour of hit Lordship's superior Taste and .Munificence. 

The Oak on the Left Hand in the View was a favourite Tree Queen FJizahtth often resorted to, having the Liberty of 
ranging from the Place of Iter Confinement at HatfirlJ to litis Spot. She was seated under this Tree, when the fortunate 
Event of the Death of her Sitter, Queen Mary, was conveyed to her. 

The CAiiwte Boat ott the Piece of Water wa* originally the Properly of Sir BenjamiH Trutman, the BiiiMing of which 
cost three hundred Pounds. Ualfitld it seen in the Dituoce; a little to tite Right of which are the Lodges seen, whicit 
arc at the Entrance into the Park of Brtckd.

THIS beautiful, exicnuvc, and clegaut Structure vra» finiJicd on a Plan of Sir John yatUrnigh’t, and ■> juatljr esteemed 
oneof the first Hontes in Englmtd. It ii situated in the Wood of HmdmhtU, in the Wajscntalte of Buimer, in die North 
Riding of the Country, twelve Miles N, £. from the Citjr of Part, between ^eu. Malion and Eaimgwold, on a Branch of 
the River iDorwenf, It was built bjr the Giandfaihcr of the present Earl on the Spot of Ground where the old Castle 
stood, to which it added an elegant Range of Buildings appropriated fur Stables. 

Tlie diflerent Fronts arc regular; the principal one having an extremely grand Portico leading to a superb Hall, thirty 
feet Kioare, and sixty high, whose Dome is supported by CariatAiott Columns of Marble; tire Ceiling is of Stucco, and 
the Walls painted and adorned witli Butts and Statues. Tlie Saloon is thirty-four feet by twent-four, containing many 
capital Paintings by the first Masters, purchased at a great Ex pence. Tire Dining Parlonr is tweniy-eigiit feet long 
by twenty-one broad. All the Frames of lire Wintlows arc gilt. The Drawing Room it equally curious; attd near it are 
tire Dressing Rooms, finished with every Embellishment that can be imagined. The Gallery it very elegant, and adorned 
with Butts and curioits Paintings. This beautiful Structure, from the Extent of its Domain, tire Siie of its Woods and 
Pleasure Grounds, the J odgement with which they have been planted, and the magnificent Buildings and Statues with 
which the whole arc embellished, forms one of the most extensive and variegated inland Scenes to be met with, lire Garden 
of iltia sutely Mansion is laid out with the greatest Taste, to which the present View faces ; and the Park, which is large, 
commands a most charming and extensive Prospect. 

In one Part of this Pork it a cirinrlar Building of the Tiucm Order, where tire Remairu of thU noble Fainiiy arc d< posited, 
and over it is a most degom Chapel. Indeed this stately Structure, with its Embcllithmesttt, is suitable to the Dignity of 
the greatest BrilUh Peer, and must convey to Strangers a high opinion of the Riches of oar Nobility.

THIS beautiful Scat has ilt Appellation from an anrirnt Camp in iu Virinity, near nbirh many ancient Unu have 
been dug up, auppoted to have brm dcjxniU’d there by tlie Komam. 

It was, WHue Centuriea prut, tbc Property of the Idryi, from whom it wiu, in the Reign of Queen iUizabtth, conveyed 
to the Ancestor of ft'rV/iam £i<|ui/e, by whom it wav alienated to Colonel CamphtU, who, on tlie Death of Arthit^atd, 
Duke of Jrgpli, in succeeded to that Title ; and hit eldest Son, the present Duke, during tlie Lifc-tinK of bis Father, 
was, on Dcf«m6»r 80, I *C0, created an £sg/iiA Peer, by the Title of Baron Siuii/ridgr, of Coiai /tank, in tbc County of JCeisr. 
jIrciibalJ, the late Duke, during his Life-time, gave Comb Bank to his third Sun, Frtdtriek, the present Fosfcswr. 

This noble Structure is tilnatcd about twenty Miles S. E. from Laadba, near the Village of Suadridge, and a few Mile, 
from StaeaMla, It is watered by a Drancb from tlie Kiver Dtracat, which adds greatly to iu Beauty. 

The Mansion, though not large, is reuuukably neat ; and tlic Uordens and I’lcasurc Grounds arc laid out with a Degree 
of Elegance that docs Honour to the Taste of die pretent noble Possestor, being oniamcnicd with a Number of V'ascs, lie. 
in a superior Style. Its delightful Situation and extensive Prosjiects, added to very considerable ImprovemcuU, augment 
not a little its natural Beauties, and render it a most deliglitful Villa, wordiy iu Inbabitmt.

BLENHEIM HOUSE, 

In OXFORDSHIRE. 

The Seat of his Grace the Duke of MARLBOROUGH. 

f'Froin a Drmving hy the Right Honourable Lord Ilfcount DUNC/INXON.J 

THIS iuagoi6ccnl StruAure is fiuulcd a liulc Writ of ffiodfioei, and about feven Miles and a Half North WcA of Oxford. 
Its Front ulends 348 Feet from Wing to Wing, and cod£As of a Variety of beautiful and noble ArrhitcAure, defigned by 
Sir John Ftmlrvgb, The prefent View is taken obliquely, not far from the Bridge, which is noble, confiAing of three Arches, 
(the Centre one of which is larger than the RiaUo at FeniceJ where the Water forms a fpacious Lake, furrounded by an aruAdal 
Declirity of a prodigious Depth, and is indifputably the moA capital Piece of Water in the Kingdom. The Park is eleven 
Miles in Circumference, originally enclofcd by Henry the FirA. The greater Part of the old Wall is now Aanding, which 
enclofed a royal Palace. Henry the Second made it his principal ItcAdmce ; and ereAod a lloufe in a Labyrinth for the 
Habitation of his favourite Roftmond, on the Hill to the North WcA of the Bridge, near a remarkable Spring, that at prefent 
retains her Name. The Palace was inhabited by our Kings till the Reign of Charks the FirA, when it began to be desnoliOied ; 
but a Part of its Ruins were lately vifible to the North of the Bridge, on the Spot where two Sycamores have been fince planted 
as a Memorial. The Park and Manor of IFood/iock, Vc. were granted by Parliament, in 1705, to the viAorioos John Duke 
of Mar/fomigA, and his Heirs; which is annually acknowledged by prefcnlii^ a fmall Banner at H'indftni which Grant, 
and the Services of the Duke, arc fpccified on the PedeAal of a Oately Column t JO Feet high, fituated on the grand Avenue of 
the Park, on the Top of which is a Statue of the Duke. 

The Houfe itfelf was built at the public Eipence; but the Bridge, the Column, and the Portal leading to the Town, were 
ereAed by Sarah, Dutebefs of Marltoroagh. On the Pediment of the South Front, towards the Garden, is a noble Bufio, larger 
than Life, of Louis the Fourteenth, taken from the Gate of Toarrisoy. In the Centre of the Front, a fuperb Portico, elevated

00 nufly Column*, admit* Eolraocc into the Halt, whidi magnificent Room runs to the Height of the Houfe, and is of a 
proportiooable Breadth, ruppurted by Corimhim Pillar*. The Ceiling i* painted by Sir Jamts TIankiU, and the Wall* ate 
covered with a moft capital Col legion of valuable PiSum, tee. a* are the noble and mofl nognificent Suite of Room* } to enter 
into the Particular* of which sraeild far exceed our Limit*, and it* elegant Furniture exceed our Abilitie*. The Tapeftry wbieb 
embelliihe* the Apartment* i* chiefly on the Subjed of the Duke'* numcroti* Vidorie*. The Library i* a moft fuperh Room, 
183 Feet long ; eaclufive of the Book-Cafe*, 31 wide in the Middle, *9 at the End*. The Dane IHIafter* and Column*, the 
Entablature, the ftuccoed Compartment* of the vaulted Ceiling, the Window Frame*, tee. are in the higheft Tafle both of 
Defign and FiniOiing} but to add 10 the whole, the late Duke fumilhed it with *4,000 Volume*, valned at ,^30,000, the beS 
private Colledion in Buglmd. In the Cbapbl i* a fuperb Monument to tbe Memory of the Grft Duke and DutebeCi, by 
ItyJlTack. The China Room will aflTotd a Fund of Entertainment to the Curiou*. 

The Gardena are fpacioiw, and include a great Variety of Ground, which have been coofiderably and richly embcllilhed by 
the prefent Duke with eaceUeot Piece* of Sculpture. On the whole, it i* replete with Bcautie*, and i* a Monument of Briti/k 
Gratitude for the Servioe* of a fortarutc and brave General, who curbed the afpinng Thought* of the prefumptnou* Lum the 
Fourteenth in hi* Attempt to enflave Europe.

nils cicgiiu SlruSure ii fiiuatnl about a Milt frucu the Market-Town of GoJalmin, in the County of Surry, and thirty-four 
Mika from the Metropolia, in a beautiful aiuJ well-cullirated Country. The Manor of Bif/iridgt aiul Hamhlelon waa, in the 

Beginning of Ihia Century, in the Poflcllion of Sir /fTUtoui Elliott, who rtSdod in it, and difpofed of it to ff aUtT, Efquire, 

by whom it was refold to Philip Corltrtl H'M, Efquire, who rery conSdcmbly improved the Gardena and Grounda. After hia 
Death, bis Widow, by Marriage, conveyed it to Edward Bmvtr, Efquire, of whom it was purchafed by the prefent PolTcdar, 
and in 1775 was conhdcrably imptaved under the Direflion of Mr. Cmndm. 

The principal Rooms are, the Drawing-Room, 39 Feet by 25 ; tlie Eating-Parlour, Feel by 20 ; ibc Mufeum, aS Feet by 
aa, and a6 Feel in Height. Ike Apartments arcembellilhcd with fome excellent Pifturcs, particularly that of the Mother and 
her Seven Sons, wim were put to Death by King /iuliockas Epiphrmtt, lor refufing lu eat Swine'a-FleOi ; as mentioned in the 
feventh Chapter of the fccond Book of Moicoheet, thirtieth Verfe 3 The Vifier Sujah ui Dowla, and bis Family, meeting a 
General OfliccraltheEntraivceof his r.ilacet The Mogul Emperor of Hmdoflau keing the Eagli/h Forces reviewed aX jiliahabad. 
In this Piece all Uk Portraits are drawn from the Life, and painted by the late Mr. Tilley Ktltle. 

Its remarkable Conferralory, or Green-Houk, was built by Mr. H'rth about forty Years ago, who availed himklf of a high 
Tandy Rock facing the South, which forms the back Part, and the Trees grow in the lutural Ground. The Building is the 6rft 
of the Kind in the Kingdmn, 171 Feet in Length; and what mull give it a decided Superiority, is, the Age of the Exotics, 
being the fitsell and larged in England. It nnw contains a Curiofity which, perhaps, is linguJar at prefent in this llland, the 
Palma Da&ijtta, or Date-Tree, now in Fruit.

THIS plcafint Villi fitaatcd on the Banki of the River Severn, three Mile* South of Bridgtnorth, and 139 Milei North 
Weft from landm, between the Villigei of Quat/vrd and Qast, and furrouiidcd with 1 moft fertile Soil. 

The Houfe wai built about One Hundred Yean a^, and ia Gtuated upon a riGog Ground, commanding a View of a Gne Pool 
and the upper Town of Bridgenerlk, with the Ruina of the leaning Tower upon the Caflle>HiII. It hu a pretty Valley, well 
wooded, adjoining to it, at the Bottom of which runa a fmall Rivulet over a rocky Ground, forming («ne natural Cafeadea ; 
near it ia a remarkable Spring, which rifa on the Side of a Rock, and falla into a Bafon formed to receive it. Scrcral Walka 
are cut through the Valley, which terminate in a beautiful ProfpcA of the River Snwm and the adjacent Country, to a great 
Eitcnt. On the Eaft of it arc the Reoiaina of Jfo^Foreft, which abounda with Game.

THIS nable Siru^luK if pleafunlly fituated on lh« River tVmmy, between the Mirket-Townt of Harleflm and Bmgay, from 
which latter Place the River ia navigable to Yarmouth, where it diCeba^ea itUf into the North Sea, having divided the Conntiea 
of Narfutk and Stffolh for a great Exlenl of Coontry. It ii 105 Miles fratn Lomton, in a ddightiiil Neighbourhood. 

This venerable Manfion was built about the Year 1615, and continued to be the Refidence of the ancient Family of T<)/feresigA, 
from the Tinoe of ita Ctedion to the Middle of tbe prefent Century, when it was purebafed by the late Mr. Adair. The Style 
of the Arebitefture is what has been called Inigo Jomt'o Gothic, blending tbe Satclincfs of more remote Times with the Mode 
of Building in Italif, then tbe ptevailiirg TaJtc. The principal Front ia to the North. The Hall and SuircaCe are grand, tbe 
Apartments large and fpacioos. To tbe South was an open Portico and Colonnade, now clofed up, and convened into 
feparate Rooms. 

The Grounds in Front hare been orrumented with eatenfire Plantations, which, united with tbe fine Woods of tbe Part, 
prefent to the Eye an Appearance of Grandeur and MagnificetKe, which, with tbe View of the River, has a moft beautiful

The Terrace (hewn in the View of this Manfion has been levelled, and tbe Moat filled up, fince the prefent Dtaw'uig waa 
taken.

THIS eleguit S»t i» wtuated in one of the picauntnt Spou in England; WO Milo from London, three Milo 
North from Hamtrgale, within View of the Town and Castle of KHaraionag^, and seventeen Miles North of Lttdt ; 
with the River Nid running on the South Side of the Pleasure Grounds and House, whose Front is eastward. The 
present Edihoc was built on the Site of an oW Mansion of the same Name, by Olitxr Coghill, Esq. about thirty Venrs 
ago. The Obstructions in the River Sid form beautiful Waterfalls, near which is a Hermitage col out of the Rocks, 
with Woods rising on each side over the River. A Terrace planted with Shrubs, is continued to a great Height upon 
the Rocks, wbicli gives a pleasing Appearance to ihcromanticVtcw Nature affords, and it continued to the adjoining Lands. 

In its Vicinity it a remarkable Dropping Well, belonging to Sir Thomat Slingdy, Baronet.

LONGFORD CASTLE,

The Seat of the Right Honourable the Earl of RADNOR.

THIS atiguit Structure, of which we present w> oUi<)ue View of the Sooth Front, U situated on the Banks of the River 
.^roa, between the City of Salitbury and the Town of Damlm, near the S. E. Corner of the County, in Use Muiille 
of a Valley well covered with Wood; a Circorostance favorable in a County whose southern Ports are generally open. 
The Building is of a triangular Form, with circular Towers at the external Angles, which contain several of the principal 
Apartmenu, and at the internal Angles are circular Staircases. The original Building was erected in I69l| by Sir 
Thomat Gorget and bis Lady, the Marchioness Dowager of Norihamptoit^ The Towers have undergone no nSaterial 
Alterations, but the intermediate Spaces retain but little of their original Appearance; and tlte Intide bat been entirely 
modemised. Tile Rooms, though not large, are pleasant, cheerful, and elegantly decorated in the modern Taste, and 
though richly furnished, yet arc not gaudy. 

The different Apartmenu coouin a good Collection of Paintings, by the most eminent Masters, puticularly two by 
Clttttdt dt larraiae, allegorical, one representing the Rite, and tlie other the Decline of the Roman Empire ; esteemed 
two of the best Pieces now in the Kingdom of that Master. Among many Pieces of useful and ornamental Furniture, 
is a remarkably curious Iron Chair, lately added by tbe present noble Proprietor, the Einhellisliments to which arc 
eateemed both capital and curious, representing the Romm History, in Compartmenu of small Figures ; and is daswd 
with tbe choicest Pieces of Antiquity. Tlie Pictures, and fitting up tbe Gallery, cost 10,0001. The uiangular Fotmol 
the House is so singular, that we are informed there is but one more of the some Plan in England ; and which was built 
by tbe same Person, at six Miles Distance. 

Tbe Park, towards the Weal, has some Elevaliofi, interspersed with considcmbic Plantationi, on the right of which, 
the Spire of Satitbury Catliedral, three Miles distant, presents itself in View : as does on tile East, the picturesque \ illage 
of jUdarbury, from tbe Meadows of which this View was taken, in ITS?.

THIS extensive Stniciiirv, the targat in except Ho/if^on Hgnsi?, U the licit Palace belonging to the Scoi/»A 

Nobility: •lands on a rising Ground in the Center of an extenrive Park, which, with the Prospect omihe Rircr, makes 
the whole exlrcntely delightful. It was built soon after the Revolution on the Ruinsof an ancient Cattle, formerly the 
Property of the Earls of Mitrton, by the Dudtcsi of MojimoHth, Relict of tlie unfortunate Duke of that Title, who was 
beheaded on Totetr Hill, ICS3. The House is large, but not elegant in its exterior Appearance, otherwise a Front View 
would hare been given, the Architect having been destitute of all that Knowlc<lge of his Art, neccMary to form a true 
■Tudgment of what is really beautiful, without a Profusion of iinnroenaiy Dreorationi. The Inside is furiiiilied in the 
most sumptuous Manner tliat possibly cun be imagined, particularly one Room, wliidi contains a vast number of valuable 
Curioeities, presented to the Duke of iVoffnau/A, by hit Fallter CAar/es 1 1, when the Dukrmarried the Heiress of Ai/kriYA. 
Tl>c Paintings in the Apartments are more numerous tlian any other House in Scollaml, particularly of the royal Oif-pring 
and Connexions. 

The River Norik Etk rtins near it; but llic Park Walls rather obscure the House till you get some Distance from it. 
ITtc Park is very large, and bcanliftcd with Waterworks. T1ie AloJcl of the House it said to have been taken from 
that of the late King /Ir//ium, at Loo, in Gwirlerlami, only this is of Stone, and that of Brick. The Front is adorned with 
Columns of the CurtnrAjVia Order,aiid a double Wing, like tliat of It'mekaltr Pulocr. There is a spacious Court between 
the Palace and the Park. The Grand Staircase of llie House is supported by Pillars of .Marblc.und every Step euriomly 
inlaid. Tlie Oflicn of the Pahice join to the Town, which hiv Grace has cinbellislicd with a spacious Hall for a School 
Room, 47 Feet long, 2S broiul, and 13 Inch ! becuii in .May, 17A), worthy its benefieent Fs iinib r.

Wood., the Variety of .welling Ground, and the Contiguity of the meandering River Wyt, render it a picaunt Situa- 
tion. Among other Improvement., an extenuve Ride ha. lately been made through the Wood., and upon the Bonk, 
of the River, commanding such View. a. ate wottli .ecing ; nor can we omit mentioning the many delightful ProepecU 
which dcKTve the particular Attention of the Traveller in the NeighboitrlMiod, near tlie Seat, of Sir Hangaford HoUcm, 
Edaard Folty, Ek|.

Spot in Silence ; as well oi the celebrated Laadumpe from Capleg Hill, a little Diuance from it ; the magnificent Mention 
of the Duke of Mor^bft; and the fine Villa, of Sir Gmegt Cenn«//, (ilte Member for the County of HtnfordU Mr.. Phihpt 
and William Parry, ; all of which erobellUh the Banks of this navigable River, and are entitled to much Admiration.

THIS vcfierablc Edifke is Hruated about 3 bfilca from Ptterhnuiht and 81 from LmJ 9 m ; ti %«ry large, atKl extetida far 
behind the Trees, The Back Front and internal Parts of the Houle are of modero CbnOruflion, and the Apartments 
are large and elegantly fitted up. It is firuaied in an exienfivc Park, coenmaading fine Profpcfls, and is well wooded. 
Among the Plantations are fome terj fine Oaks. 

Here it was that the Ancdlor of the prefent PoirdTar, Sir tflltUm Fitziviitiam^ entertained Cardinal flilfey when in 
Difgrace, in 1530, be hating received Favours fruco the Cardinal during hU Profperity ; which Hinrj VIII. fo far from 
refenting, not only commended Sir fFWJam fur his Gratitude, but promoted him far it.

THIS Strui^ure ii fituatcJ about Half a Mile from the Foil Road between BiaiifhidJt and Edinhurght and 3 Mitei from 
the Frith of fsrtbf on a riling Ground^ commanding an cxtennve Frofpe<^, enriched with the Ruins of Cright$n and Bfrfhwi k 
Canies. 

I'he Houfe received its Improved Appearance about 5 Years ago, bj its prefent PodcHbr ; and is 100 Feet in Length, by 
50 broad. It was the ancient Seat of the Family of Mafgiiti, Vifeounts of OxtnfsrJ^ which Title became extind in 1755 * 
from whom it defeended to the Reprefentative of the Family, the Lady to the prefent Sir yJm D^rymfUt Bart* 

TIm: Rooms of the ancient Building vrere Urge, but the H<iufe awkward and uminiform ; but Mr. R*Urt Adam^ Archiieft, 
Jut prefervej the old Apartments, and by his inventive Power remored all the Deformities, and fublliiuted in their Stead 
Beauties fimilar to ihofe he incroditced at Sion Hsu/f, in Afidditjtx, The Grounds round it have great Variety, but have not 
yet undergone all poflible Improvements. This Building was honoured with titc Refidence of the Duke of /ar 4 and Priocefs 
Annt, when they vifited StHlxnd-^ In Memory of which fome of the old Furniture ufed by them it ftill preferved. 

There arc fevcral Figures yet preferTed of the Oxtriford Family, done by the celebrated JtimrjMt an eminent IJririlh Arlifl ^ 
and many of the Stair, Haddington^ and fittehr of SaJttn, Families ; among w hich latter 1$ Mr. fUtettr, who W"as one of 
the feven Cummoners that protenr.i againA delivering up Charlet I. to the EngliOi Army.

The Seat of the Honourable THOMAS F I T Z M A U R I C E.

THIS Buililing is fituatrJ in ihc pkarsnt and fcriile Yak of QwyJ^ 38 Miles from Chtjitr^ 2 IVtilcs from and 

211 Miles from Z.(Ws«. The Houfe it very cxienfire, having been built at diilani Periods; and, though not uttiform, is 
magniheent and augnft. The Gothic Hall, which for its venerable Appearance is perhaps iincqualkd in the Kingdom, is 
one of the moll andcfit Parts of the prefent Sirudtire, is 60 Feel long, 30 broad, and 23 to the Springitig of the Roof, 
which U ufnamenicd with Carvings peculiar to the Time of its Conilntflion, as are the Wainfcoiings of the Walls, which 
are einbclliibed with fome atsctent Pieces of Armour, difperfed in various Forms. The Right Wing of the Building con* 
tains a fpacious Drawing Room, &c« of mudcTD Cortdtuflion ; the Left an cxtcnGve Gallery of no Feel long, by 12 
broad, a Library, India Room, and a handfome Range of Bed Chambers ; to which fume additional OiSecs base been lately 
built at the Back of the Hotife. 

The Views round the Houfe are numerous and extremely piflurcfque, and the Ruins of CaJHe form no mean 

Objed ; which with the environing Hills, chequered with Inclofures nearly to their Summits, add greatly to the natural 
Beauties of the Vale. Agreeably contraded with thefc, at the Diflance of Half a Mile, appears the Blcach^Work lately 
trcclcd from a Defign of that ingcDious Artiil, Mr. TJumaj SamJSyt ArchiteA, which for Elegance and Utility, very hap* 
pily blended, exceeds every other Building of the Kind in Ettrtft, The Riser Qu/y^, which runs near the Houfe, has 
likcwifc of late been much improved ; and, in Iboft, the whole of the adjacent Country wears an animated Appearance from 
the adivc Spirit of the prcfciit noble PoHctTor.

On thii Spot, in 7^0, refided the Chief of one of (he fifteen Tribes or NoWliry of North ffaUs\ and the Houfe, till 
purchafed by the prefent PolfrlTar. was the Seat of Sir S*ilM/hff CittM, who came podeifed of it by an Anccflor hating 
married the Hetrefs of the Family of Satu/hify, who were fculed here before tlic Reign of Henry III* Many of whkh 
Family Portraits are yet prefert-ed in the magnificent old Hall ; among others is one of the celebrated Cdtf>arim Tin/ar, or

About a Mile and a Half Wefl from the Houfe is H%iuhurcht or St. hitrulUi^ the Parilh Church of Dtn^gh^ wherein is 
the Monument of the FatJier of Sir Hugh jl/jwU7W«e, who expended his Fortune in bringing the AVw Rh^tr to fupply Laadta 
with Water ; to whom he was the fixth Son. 

Near this Place was to be fccti, a few Years fince, the Remains of tbc Palace of Matt A/yneir, where L/ruv/^n of Cryffydd^ 
lad Prince of rcfided.

Tins agreeable £dir«ce Hands on an Eminence in the Centre of a Park, (kirted w'uh remarkably beautiful Woods ; the 
Planiaiians in the Paik cocilaio a great Variety of different Kinds of Firs, eHoemod in as high a State of Perfedion as any in 
tlie Kingdom. The Huiife was built under the DireOion of iniliam irrigh/w, Ef<). the Grandfather of the prefent Puf* 
(clfor, tn 1740 \ the Wings were added afterwards by Mr. Patne, Architefl. The whole il built of a fine while Stone» and 
is (jtuated about Half a Mile on the Rail Side of tlie great North Rood, towards Ffrryhri^gt, and U 162 Miles from LutdtH, 
It commands moft pleafing and eitcnfive Views of the Country around ; among which ly^n^ajier, 2 Miles diffant, forms 
an interefling Appearance, being eilcenicd one oS the mod piflurcfquc Towns in the County. From the upper Fart of the 
lloufe you are prefented vriih a Number of Gentlemen's Scats, which beautify a hnc fporting Country; yon likcwifc 
command a View of l>oth } srf and Limtin Minffcrt, though each 40 Miles dillant. 

The \V*ater which etnbellifhcs the Grounds is fo contrived as to has^ the Appearance of a Communication with the River 
DMf though Half a Mile diQant. Tbe Gardens are Laid out in the prefent Taffe, and arc in high Prefervation. 

The South Front exhibited in tbs Plate contains on the Ground Floor, a Chapel, Drawing Room, Saloon, Library, and 
Eating Room.

The Seat of tlie Right Honourable Lord HOLLAND,

THIS Inily TCDcroblc Edifice ia aituatcd «t a aotiUI DUuince, on the North Side of the Road brttrrm Keminglan and 
Hammerimithi and wiu originally built by Sir Anlhonj/ Copt, Knt. in the Itrigii of Jameil. to whoin be vna Moalci of the 
Conrta of Warda, and one of die Chamberlains of the Exchequer, but dying without Male luue, hit Daughter Isahl, by 
her Marriage with Hrmy Rich, Earl of HeUaml, conveyed this lloutc (which her Father had kept with great llospitaLtt' 
in the old Baglith Taste) to the noble Family of Rich, who greatly enlarged U, and from whom it received the Name of 
Holland House, but that Family became extinct in 1739* 

It received its most considerable Impruvemeolt both ia the House and Ground* from Hemp Mur, late Lord Ho//and,wlio 
for several Yean made it his principal Residence. It it almost the only remaining Monument of our ancient Nubility in 
die Ncighbourlmod of l/mdm. This venerable Gothic Structure ia built of Brick on a rising Ground; and, beside* tl>e 
great Improvements made in tbe Gardens and adjacent Grounds, is udonsed within with some capital Foinliiigs by eminent 
French Artists, and Fortrails of the Richsnond and Holland Families by SirsfotAuu Reynolds and Mr. Rasnsry. A tew of the 
Apartments are roodrroUed, the rut remain in dwir original State. 

It is St present inhabited by Edsvard Btartn^S, Esq. 

The celebrated Mr. Addison, who married tbe Countess of H'tru'kk, lived in this House; and here was the Scene of his 
last Momenta, and that moving Interview with lus Soo4n-law Lord H'anctei, which it related in Dr. Jaung't ** Letters 
" on OriginalCompotitioo.''

The Seat of Sir HENRY OXENDEN, Bart.

THIS ancienl Sirocture ii 64 Miles distant from LonJorn, and aboal eight North of Dover, situated in a moot driiglil/ul 
Country, neat the aingubu River of Naile Bourne, which tcldooa tvas but once in two Year*, and then with a rapid 
Course t after which it ditappean. A siwti time befoie it breaks forth, the Meadowi near it ate covered with tmall Celt,' 
which come through the Apertures of tite Earth. 

The Building is large, well laid out, and has been greatly improved by Sir Htnry Oxtndmt the original Stntclure was 
built by hugt Jonet, but received iu present Embellishments, tic. under the Direction of Mr. J. Wyatt, the Architect. 
Tlte Grounds are extensive, well kept, and parked in for Sheep. 

The House contains a good CoUection of Piclnres by Italian Masters, in the highest Preservation. Tlverc are fine 
Woods, containing large Timber Trees, near the House, and tome modem Plantations by the present Possessor, that odd 
greatly to the Beauty of the Prospect, and enrich the Situation.

In HEREFORDSHIRE, 

The Seat of Sir GEORGE CORNE W ALL, Bart. 

(FromaDraaingbyMr.JAMES tt'ATHEN, 0/ Hereford.) 

THIS uuxlcni Villa » finely «iiuiie«l on the BanLi of the River ffyt, m Miles from Landau, eleven Wat from Uh- 
City of Htrrford, and ten front tlie Huy. It Im« lately been fiuiibed from the Design of Mr. Ktti, the Ardiilect, and is 
much admiced as on elegant and convenient House. The Offices arc handsome, the Gardens and Pleasure Grounds spacious,

and laid out nilli much Taste. Near the House is a large Park, well wooded ; from seveml Ports of it, and the adjoining 
Hills the Views are truly pleasing, picturesque, and extensive. Tlic River isSscen to great Advantage, meandering 
through a highly cultivated Conmry, which in the present View fomu a Resemblance to an extensive Amphitheatre. To 
the Novtli East, the Halvera and Cite Hills, in /form (er, and SArepsiire, are distinctly seen. Hie neighbouring WoMlsof 
Foxlry, with Cndan Hill and DatJar Camp, near Hrrr/ori, arc distinguished objects. To the South West, the HullettU 
Hills, more generally known by die Name of the Btmk Mountains, appear in heightened Grandeur; they form a noble 
Boundary between Htrtfardthin and tVala, arc two Miles from Moecat, up tlie River ff^t/e. 

Near it is the Scite of Bredwardin* Castle, once the Residence of the Family of the ymghaai : in its ^Vicinity is a 
handsome Bridge, built about twenty Yean since, over the Hyt, which has occasioued much travelling to .Son(A-/fWe>, 
throngh llenftrdiUn, the Post Road going over it. 

The annexed View was taken from a Point called BnUag Sean, part of a large Estate a few years since purchased by 
Sir George CanmvQllt it was formerly the Estate and Residence of tlie Family of the Capeilt: the old Mnnsion has long 
since been converted 4o a Farm-Honac.

In SHROPSHIRE. 

The Seat of BENJAMIN CHAN NOCK PAYNE, Esq. 

( From a Drawing by • • ' EFANS. ) 

TONG Coallc, during llte Sttna Hcpiua'hy, bdongrd to the ancient Ear1> of NerlhmhrrJaad, fmin wlium the Estate 
paxied by Gradations nut easily traced, till it came into the Possession of the late Duke of Kiagilon. It stands within three 
Miles of ShiffnaU, in Sknpshiris bcioj; ten Mites from lyoeUtrlumpton and Bridgmortk, taenty from Hirewthin/, l:U from 
hmtdon, and about eight from the curious inuch^dmiied Iron Bridge over the .S'evmi, 

The present Edifice was erected on the Scite of the old Castle, by the late General Durant, who purchased diis Estate 
of the then Duke of Kmgiton, 1703, and was bis own Architect on the Occasion. This Gentleman dying about die Year 
I7B0, and his Son being at present in bis Minority, Tong Castle is now (I7H9) in tbc Possession of Benjamin Chamtoei 
Payne, Esq. who married >I rs. Otmmr, Use late GenetaTs Widow. 

Tlie BuiMing, whidi is grand and striking, stands neiuly corresponding with the Cardinal Points, in a healthy, fruitfni, 
and pleasant Plain, exirellently well wooded and watered. It has one noble and elegant rront towanis the East, which is 
that exhibited in the annexed Plate ; and another to tbc West, with the most captivating and extensive rural Prospects. 
The extreme Length is 180 feet, the Breadth 68, and tbc Height yg. The Fronts ate of durable Stone, built in the most 
regular and superb Style of Gothic Arrliitecliire, adorned with Turrets, Towers, and stately Gothic Domes. 

The Apartinenu are fitted up and finished with uncommon Splendour, and contain one of the largest and best selected 
Colleciiofu of capital Paintings, and other Works of Pertii, to be met with in this Kingdom. 

The Ganlen contains four Acres, walled round, well furnished with Fruit-Trees, and enriched with delightful Shrub* 
bevies. North East of the Castle, at the distance of about 600 Yards (in the Park) stands tbc venerable Parish Church 
of Tong, a much-admired Piece of Antiquity, which forms a very pleasing Object, and is remarkable for containing one 
of the largest Bells in England, as well as many rich, degant, and ancient Mouuinests.

Klilrs from LomloH, on an Eminmccncur Lory Bay, 
and the upper Continualioa of CalKaltr, into which the River P/ym discharges itself. The Groands ore well laid out and 
are beautitully wooded ; and from the House it a Gne Vietr of the Town, CilodH, and Harbour of Plymaath, terminated 
by MotttU Edgteumbt, Makrr Tower, jtc. Drakt'e, and NtcAofiu Uamb, ate distinguishable Objects in tlieView, the witule 
of which is considerably enlivened when the Tide is in, by the Shipping, tCc. itc. 

The tote Lord (when Mr. Parker) added considerably to the House, uitder the Direction of Mr. /(Jam, Architect, 
particularly a very elegant Room dO Feet by S3, and S3 Feet high, most magniGoently Gtted up with very large 
Qlosaes, 8cc. The Ceiling was painted by SnrrGL In the .Aportracnls ore several good Pictorei by Ruieru, k'aaJifke, 
AageUea Kuij^man, &c. Sue. 

When their Majesties, with the Princesses, made an Rxetusioo in the Summer of 1789 into the West of Eng/aad} they 
mode this Isent their Residence for several Days, and from hence visited the Doeb-Yord, and neighbouring Country.

THIS Strociurc formerly belonged lo the •ncient fninily of Burgh, from whom ii h:ul ii» Name, and from iliem came 
into ihc preaeni Family by Marriage. It is 226 Miles from London, 7 from BtdaU, 5 from Richmond, and 1 from Cnllirich> 
'Hie princspal aspect it to the North, but the View is rather coufitied. llie Hoouc has been built above 200 Years, hut 
coDsidenbiy improved and altered to its present Stale by Sir John Ixtvnon, who added the Wings : that on the Western 
Side eoDUins a handsome Staircase, an Haling Roam S3 Feet by 25, and a Drawing Room J8 Feet by 22. Tl>c East 
Wing is appropriated to the Use of the Scrs’onts. The Hall in the centre of the House is 40 Feet by 22, and lias a 
Brcakfasiiiig Room over it nearly of the same dimensions; all wluch Alterations were made andcr the Direction of 
Mr. jdikiniott, of TofF. 

This Place, before the Improvemcntf, was in a rude Gothic Condition, closed up wiili old Walls and too much Wood ; 
its present PoisesMir removed these Obatructions, and among the numerous Additions, constructed the New Bridge 
over a Branch of the River SvuJt, and a modern Approach for Carriages, which gives tlie whole a pleasing Appearance. 
The Bridge and Stables were designed and executed by Mr. Fon, of RicJunond, 

In its Neighbourhood many Antiquities and Curioaicies have been found, particularly a Gold Coin of Ncro*s, several 
Urns, &c.£ic. The Particulars of whidi may be seen in Camden, p, 750, and in 3fdgna BnVamiM, Vol VI. p. 609.

THIS vemrable Strudure, of whkh the annexed View ia a S. VV. AfpcA, ia fitualcd on the Banka of the Tett, near 
BarnarJ Cafile, on the liordera of ia 17 Milca from the City of Dterhom, and 140 Miles from Lomhit. It was 

built originally by John <U NniUt, about the Year i}8j, and though of la early a Dale ia an entire Fortrefa, onee the 
Property of the Sec of Durham, and in the Reign of EJwani 111 . permitted by llic Bilbop to be enibauled. It was at 
Times die Property of the Bulmert, the Cliffords, and the fsei'iUet. A detached Tower bears the Name of the fird, on 
which ia a great Bafa-rdicf of a Bull, holding a Flag.fiaS', and orer ita Shoulder a Shield } aa does a Gateway that of the 
Name of Clifford-, ami a Tower in the South Front, that of KeviUt. 

It ita mod noble ma(fy Building of iu Kind, uninjured by any modem Improvements, is 6mpiy' magnificent, and 
flrikes by its Magnitude, which, befidca the Courts, covers an Acre of Ground. A Parade encircles dM Callle, fecured 
by an cniballled Wall ; and the whole is furrounded by a great Fots, a Part of which is filled with Water. All the Towers 
are fijuare. 

The South Front is grand, the Centre of which has been Ibaroughly repaired from a Defign of Inigo Jotxs. The 
Park and ornamental Grounds are dilpofed with great Tafie ; and the Lawns, W'oods, Ptanlaliona, &c. are remarkably 
beautiful.

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The chief Entrance ia on the Weft, and ii eery grand { it leada lo a Square, within which ia a great Hall, fupported by 
lia Hlltara, the Capilala diverging and running in Riba along the arched Roof: into thia Hall, Carriagea are admitted to 
take up Company. A Stainafe leada from thia into an upper Hall of the lirft Magnitude, ria. 90 Feet long, }6 broad, 
and 34 high j the Roof flat and made of Wood. Here alTcmblcd in the Time of the NrvUlts, 700 Knighta, who held of 
that Family, Over the Chimney is a Pidurc of Queen Eiixateth, and in diflerent ApartroenU are (evcral good Paintings 
by various Malicvs. King Jamei the Firft flept in this Csftle on hit firll Journey to EngtaiuL 

In a Brcakfaft Room the RceeCTca are in the Form of Semicircles, fcooped out of the Walla, which are 9 Feet 1 loch 
thirk ; a Window is in each of Ihcfe. Here is a Recefa for a Bed gaitKd mst of the Wall, and feveral other Conveniences 
and Coinmunicatioat f|uirried out of it ; and in Come Places Pillars arc left, at in Collieties, to fupport the Roof. 

The Overt was of XJimcnlions fuitrd to the Hof|Mtalily of thofe Times, higher than a tall Perfon, for the talleft may liarwl 
upright in it ; and its Diameter about 15 Feet, At prelcnt it ia converted into a Wine Cellar ; the Sides are divided into 
to Bins, and each holds a Uogdtcad of Wine in Bottles. 

The Kitchen is a magnificent and lofty Square, havii^ three Chimniea ; one for the Grate, a fecund for Stuves, the third 
(now flopped up) for the great Caldron. The Top ia arched, and a fmall Cupola in the Centre lights it •, but on the Sides 
are five Wiitdows, with a Gallery palling all round before them, and four Steps from each pninling down towards the 
Kilcben, hut ending a great Height above the FVx>r t their life ia not known { probably they were only meant for Onument. 
From the Floor is another Staircafe that conducta lo the great Hall, but the Paflage it now flopped : in Ibort, the Whole 
of the Building cooveya lo the Obferrer a juft Idea of tbe MagtiificeiKe of former Days.

THE great Aluntioni and ImprnvcmcnU thi> elegant Golhit SlniAure ha> undergone fince Mr, IFalli'i Publication of 
the N. E. AfpeS, induced ua to introduce Ibe prefent piaurefque View of the S. E. Front ; the whole haa been much 
improTcd, beautified, and enlarged, at a confiderable Expcnce, by the prcicnl l^oflclfor, under the Dire^ion of Mr../irmrr 
ff'yol/, Archile£t, particularly the South From. The Houfe it very large, aird plcafantly fitualed in a beautiful and 
eatenfive Park, between Eaji GrhJleJ and Lewei, and it 37 Milct from LoifJon. The Oulfidc it in the bell Gothic Tafie, 
enriched with Pinnaclet, and a beautiful Chapel Window, the whole being light, cheerful, and elegant. Rouird tlie 
Battlementi are the Armt of the oiKient PaflelTora of the Lordihip of Sheffield, from Earl GoJwm, « bo was the Owner 
before the Conqucll, at appears by Doomfday Book, tfllliom granted the Manor to Rol'cri, Karl of Moyiitignt and 
CermiraU, hia llalf-brodwr i it afterwarda palTed through the Familiet of IjmcaJler, Dalj/ngrig, Korjulk, Dorjil, 
Alergavemry, and Dtlauxir, to the prefent Lord Sheffield. 

The interior Pant contain a fine Suite of Apanmenlt, fnme very fiiigular. A magnificent Gothic Staircafe it an Example 
of the Beauty and Elegant^: of that Style, witen the Partt are judicioufly citofen and properly arranged. There are 
Ccvcral good Pi^ura in the Apartments, and a Ceiling which it much admired both for its Elegance of IX-fign and good 
Painting. The Entrance into the Park is through a large Gothic Arch (liadcd by great Trees j on each Side are Lottes 
for the Gate-keeper. 

The fiiKll Part of the Park cannot be introduced with a View of the Houfe, near which is a large Piece of Water, 

whofc 
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whofc Borders ire riric^ated partly by banging Woods, and partly by Lawns, intcrrpcrfol with the Urgeft Trees. The 
Garden Grounds contain upwards of too Acres, which, wriih the Park, hase every AdvanUge of Water, Direrfity of 
Ground, large Timber, and fine Shrubs. 

The dillant and near Views from the lloufc and Grounds arc catremcly plcofing, including the pidutcfqtie Views in the 
Pork, with the ProfpcA of the neighbouring Coualty, terminated by a fine View of the South Downs.

The contiguous to the Houle, U one eatenfive Arch) it was built about 18 Years ago hy the late Sir Thom(t$ 

htillof, Kather to the prcreoi PolTcflbr. Its Dimenfiuns to the Crowti of the Arch are 90 Feet or upwards, and the Diameter 
9c Feet, built upon the (olid Rock. 

The old Building was in great Part pulled da«*n in ilw Year 1771, and the prefent Houfc creeled, which appears at a 
furprifing Height from the Bed of the River, though placed ver)* near its Banks.

(From a Piliurt painted by THO MAS DAT, Efq.) 

THIS beautiful Strudurc U fituatcd 13 Milea from London, and I Mile bcjrond Hitmfard on the Chelmsford Road; 
«a» b^n in the Year 1769 on the Site of an old Houlie, the Refidence of Mr. fVaUenger, Uncle to the prefeut PolTcSbr. 
It waa ereded under die Direction of Mr. Payne, the Arcbitcft, and the Garden and Pteafure Grounda laid out and 
improved by Mr. /Food, of FJfex. 

The HouCc ii built of Portland Stone, with Winga conneAcd to it by a fmall Colonnade. The principal Staircafe ii 
very neat, and receiiea ita Light from a Dome at Top. The chief Drawing Room, 36 Feet by 10, ia an elegant Apartment 
(commanding delightful Viewa in different Direftiona), and eatenda the whole Length of the Houfe ; and in the finaller 
Drawing Room, which it in the Centre of the Houfe, are 6x charming Pifiurei by Angelica Kauffman, of the Triumph 
of Love ; a few Sea-piecet by Serns ; and feme othera. The Dining Room it an excellent Apartment, which in the View 
ia at that Corner where a Figure ia looking out. From the upper Roonit arc exteniive Viewa to the South and Wefl of 
the TAniwer, Shfooter'e Hill, and the dillant Hilit in Kent, The Wingt contain the Ofllcet and ServanU' Apartmenti. 

The Stablet ate at a Diftance behind the high Elmt at the Back of the Houfe. The Piece of Water hat the Appearance 
of a winding River, over which it a Stone Bridge at one of ita Terminationa, and at the other End are fome remarkably 
fine werping Willowa. On the oppnfite Side of thia Canal ia the Etyfian Walk, railed with the Earth which wax taken up 
to form the Piece of Water, which hat confiderahly added to the Beauty of the Grounda, by giving a picafing Elevation 
to the oppofite Bank i and from tlience ia a Communication at the Bock of the high Elmt to a ferpentine Terrace, near a 

Mile 
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Mile in Length, whofe Sides ire piloted with i Viricly of flowering Shrubs and Foreft Trees, ind exteods to the Lodge by 
the Side of the great Bold. 

At the Back of the Group of Elms, in a lei)uc[iered Walk, is Part of the Body of a petrified Tree, brought from the 
Iflc of Portland, which, from the Grains and linots, liill rtuins the Appearaoce of Wood, but its Touch and Colour 
prose it Stone. 

From the Houfe you commaod a full View of the great Road to Oulmsford, &c. likcwife over fimyon's Woods to 
Jlmnring Park and Bower, fituitcd on the oppofite Hills.

THIS Siractare is situated in a Vale, on the Banks of the North Esk Riser, at Latwait, 6 Miles South of tlie Ciijr 
of EJabargh, and S73 from I^mlon. It was once die Hanting^Seat of the unfortunate Maty Queen of S<ott ; and here 
David Siiio, the object of her lluibaod's Jealousy and Resengr, had his Residence. An Oak and 8 Ash Trees are no«r 
growing here, which Tradition says were planted by him, which their size and venerable appearance seem to conhrm. 

In 1786, Mr. Duadei hod the decayed old Cattle taken down, and the present Slone Eilificc erected on its Site, after a 
Design of Mr. John Playfair, of which the annexed Plate is a North View. 

The principal Apartments are elegant and spacious, but the Slair.cBse it the most striking Part of the internal Archi- 
tecture. 

Nature hat been remarkably liberal in the general Disposition of the Oronnds about the House, that the whole it capable 
of doing credit to the most regular Taste. 

The Elk Hirer, which passes near the House, sometimes rushes with impetuosity, and in difierent places fonns beautiful 
Cascades ; and at other times in sweet contrast glides slowly on in majestic silence ; the beauty of which it considerably 
heightened by the pieces of irregular Rocks that lye scattered promiscuously in the River, which is overhung with the rich 
Foliage of Forest and other Trees that fringe its Banks. 

From die elevated spots the diversified Views are beautiful and extensive; and in lire Vale the Scenes arc pleasingly 
romantic and picturesque. lu short, the Hills and Dales of this dclighiful spot, exhibit their sapriior Beauties, enriched 
with Wood and Water, in a very ample manner.

THIS BuiMinj;, of viliich ihc annexed View i« a S. £. Aspect, la utuated 15 Miles N. E. of IahcoIk, anil 150 from 
LoaifuH in ibe same direction ; on an Eminence at the Fool of the Wold>, and rommandt over the adjoining Country a 
iDosi extensive View. 

The House was planned hy Mr. V. Iliatkamoor, a Pupil of Sir JuAn /'oaiairgi's, and built about tite Year 1730 by Mr. 
JonfhGaet, Kceeiver of the Land-Tax for the Liadta^ Divition of tliia County. The Gardens and Wniki were laid out in 
the DiUch Stile, «hich at tliat lime prevailed; and tlic premise] were afterwards severally possessed by Carr Bracktabury, Esij. 
and Sir Jaeoh It'a/f, Hart, who sold it to Eiimmd Timor, Eaq. the present Proprietor, in 1775 ; who added the Wings and 
handsome Subles in the form of a Quadrangle ; and has likewise eousiderably improved and ornamented the Grounds witli 
extensive Plantations, under the direction of Mr. Earner, of Dtrby. TV Views from it are enriclicd by several delightful 
Objects, and Uaro/n Cathedral, that noble Monument of Anlir^uity, is lunongst tluiue that are visible from Paalaa-Houre, 

Amongst Ollier Paintings here, is a fine Portrait of Sir CkrutopJker Timor, a Baron of the Exche<(uer in ilie lime of 
Ciarla 11. which was esteemed by Sir Jotbaa RtyaoUa, a cht/^aam of Sir Prter LUy'i Painting.

WILLIAM Ct€il, Uaron Burlagi, Lotxl Trnwim in ihe Rrign of (juccD FJimbttk, bailtamagniAcciU Scalai Thtobaldi, 
whrii- he fm|uciilly cniertiunni her Mojoly and her Auendaot<, at an immciiM' expener, and gave it to hisyoungut k>ii. 
Sir IMert Cftii, (aflerrrard. by Jama 1. created £arl of Safiikury) vrlfeo exchanged it, at the desire of James I. fur the 
Maiiur of llatfithi; which King made it his Hunting-Scat, and died here. Ckarla II. gave it to George iUiMiJl', UuLc uf 
Albemarle, on the Death of whuse Sun, in 1(>87, nithoui Male IsMie, it dcrolvcd to the Crown, and ll'illiam III. gmntrri 
it to lleary Benlinek, Karl of Portland, whose Grandaon, the Duke, >old it to Mr. PreicoU, w ho pulled down the deeiiyed 
Palace, and built the present Seal. 

This Building, of whidi we have given a Sutilli Aspect, is a Urge modem Brick IIoosc, aboot Itt utiles from ImuIoh, 
with Miiiohle and extensive OITices, was built about 30 years ago, by the late George Pratoli, Esq. which luis been conside- 
rably improved, and the Croandi etnballislied and laid ont in tlie modem Taste by hU Son, the pretuil Possessor. 

I'he New Uiver runs througli the Grounds, which arc very extensive and beautiful, the whule is in ilie l*arish of CAesksmI ; 
which N'antc is derived fiom the number of Otesnul Trees with which it abounded, and of that Timber the greatest jure 
of its ancient IIoum-s were eonstrucled. The Paik, which was encompassed by a Brick Wall, was 10 Miles in Circuit, 
built by Jama I. who took great deliglit in tliis Palace, and died here MareA 27, Htd3. Tliis Palace nos pliindeicd in 
1631, and defaced so as to become from a princely Besidmee, a Village, and the Pork was converted into Fnmis, 

In its neighbourhuud resided Riekard Cromrelt, tite abdicated Protector, in a very private utunner, front ItitiO to 171*’, 
when be died in the 84ith year of his age. .A striking lesson how mudi obicuriiy and peace arc to be prefemsi to 
the splendid infelicity of guilty Ambition. In the Neigh Itourhood is Killmore Field, wlicre are the remains of a rump, ruid 
an oblong FortiGcation it yet visible, with a Ram|>att and Ditch, which may be trwccelfor 100 Yards.

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Near Titobalih is fFaltkam Cna, erected in meniorj of Queen K/ta»or, Wife to Edrard I. it being cue of the 
PIkci where her Corpae wna reiled in journeying from Hardtby, near Grmlham, in Lncohniin, to H'atminttr Jhhfy ; 
the I'lare of her Interment. We underalaiul it ia the Intention of llie pttaenl Pioprielor of Tbnbaldt, to remoee ihia 
Piece of Antiguily into hii Gtounda, to prrtene ao lemaiiable a Mooninciit of thoac timci a« much as potaibk from 
fnrtbet Igjuiy.

THIS eJcgut ViDa u aitnated in the Pariah of CKiwicJ, and inferior to bat a few on the Banka of the TStma, though 
autroundnl bjr a great number of Seata of People of Fortune. It ii aituated in a wallrd Paddock of near lOO Actea, co- 
rered with tery large old Chcinut Treea and Oaka, arhich give it more tlie Air of a Palace than of a Villa ao near the 
Melropolia; being about 6 Milca from London, and not t South of the Higli Road. 

The PIcaHire Giuunda slope from the House to the Rivci Thamot, which, especially at High Water, afford the pleasantest 
Scenery imuginablc. 

The Plantations are upon a large Scale, without that petiteneas of Taste too prevalent in snost of our modem Villas. 

It was purchased of the late Earl Coioptr, by the Right Hon. Hum p h r ey Jforscr, who added very extensive Offices, 
with a Riding House, and excellent Stabling for 30 Hotaea. He gave it by will to Mrs.laitkar, Relict of John iMthor, 
Es<]. late one of die Reprcacittatirca for the County of Surry.

THIS Tcnerablc Gothic Structure i> •itiialod near Raltigh Doan, in a Bottoni iwar Brrmkm IIUl, 4 Milea fnxn 
fFalchei, cm the llristot Channel, (which at thia Place is 18 Hilea broad, and is oppoaite to Glamor frmukirr, in Sooth 
ffalet,) being 15 Milea from Taantoa, 80 from BnidJ^exoter, and 160 Weat fixun London. It haa been the Rcaidntoe 
of the preaent ancient Family for aereral Oenerationa, and ia ailualed near the Pariah Church of ita own Name in a 
fertiln Vale, aurrounded by mil-cultivated Hills enriched on the West by a beautiful Grove of Oaks, and watered by a 
Kirulet, which, pawing Orchard fFyndham and ffiOilon, Cdia at Demti/ord into the Ocean. 

The I>ate on the old Front of the Houae ia 1599, but it waa not 6niahed till IGOS. The Hall ia venerable and much 
eateemed by Lover, of Gothic Architecture. 

The Grounds contain about 800 .Acres, which abound with Springs, and from its being hilly, and well planted with 
Oak and other Timber Trees, afford a Variety and Beauty that charm, the Beholder with its Kxuberance. 

A few years since, in a held called Knap^Danc, a very considerable Quantity of human Bones mre dug up, said to 
have been tlie Coosequence of a Danish Defeat in 918. , 

We mention the Arras of this Family feom a singular Circumstance respecting it, which deserves to be noticed : The 
Arms are Gules, a Demi-Horse Argent, armed Or, iaauing out of the Sea in Base proper; a Bearing, according to 
Tradition, adopted frora the Circumstance of one of the Family swimming on Horseback from the Serna Stones to 
the LoacTi End in ComteaU, at the time those Rocks were separated Grom the Continent by a violent Inundation of the 
Ocean.

THIS Place ii aitualed about 90 Miles Weal from X/Mdon, a little to the Eastward of tbe Road to Auienliam in 
Burks, and bjr the Side of tbe jVuboiirae Stream, wbkb, riaing above Jt/usesidai in thU County, (alia into tbe Cobi 
near UxbrUgr, 

Ckalfont Ifousr, with the Manor of BrmbirUs belotiKing to it, havin)( been forfeited to the Crown in the Time of 
Ckarfrs II. in eonaeqiience of a Defalcation in tbe Accounta of the then Proprietor, who was Receiver General of 
aome of the Taxes, was (panted in the same Reipt to Jmrs Hrrbtii, Eaq. and after paiainf through tbe Hands of 
several intermediate Owners, was purdiased by CharUs ChttrcUU, Eaq. in 1755. 

The Hou<c is old, and Ihoni^h low, is plesMantly situated; and, as well as the Estate beIon(png to it, was considerably 
enlarged by Mr. ClnsrcUll, wboee taste also veiy much improved tbe Place, particularly in the judicious Disposition of 
the Water and the Gmnnds, and interspersing the latter with Plantations in a Style of elegant Simplicity, suitable to 
the Character of a Fermr omec, which is Hs present State. 

By Hr. CJnrrtkHI it was sold to the present Proprietor, who, adopting the same Taste, has added to the Improvements 
of his Predeoeamr.

THIS Structure U diatant 51 Milea Eeat from Londm\ and at an equal Dialance from the Borougtia of SlaUnt and 
CohhnlcT, which are the nearest Towns to it. It was erected in the exlenaire Glebe of the Rectory of BradtctU near 
the Sea, by the present Patron and Pob^hot of that valuable Advowaon. 

Hemrg the Eigfhth, in 1550, gave this Domain as a Dower to hie discarded Queen Anne, of Cletet. 

This elegant Chateau wu begun in I7SI, and Cnisbed in 1786, under tbe Direction of Mr. John Johnson the Architect, 
and is elevated so as to command a fine View of the German Ocean from the principal Room*, which are spacious, 
but more exlensirely from an elegant Obsertalory on the summit of the House, the Ionic Columns of which ingenioualy 
form tbe Chimnies of the whole Structure. 

Tbe Pictures bere are not nutneroti* but select, and of tbe best Masters: thoae most admired, are by Jean Sleen, 
Van Corn, Cmnsboroiegh, Angelica Kauffman, and Mortand. Tbe celebrated. Farmer's SSabte, by the last Master, is in 
this Collection. The Ceiling of the Dtnwing-room is by Snurke. 

The Scite of tbe I*odg« is almost cenliully placed between the Conflux of those three fine Rivers, the Blackmater, the 
Croath, and the Coin, which here fiUl into the Ocean. 

The adjacent Country, though so near the Sea, is finely wooded, and the Island of Aferseo, hanging over the Black- 
mstrr-ba^, forms a most picturesque and beautilul Scene. 

The priiKipal Curiosities are the Decoys for catching Wild Fowl, which are taken hem in great Abundanca in the 
Winter Season; and the ancient Romaa Edifice on the Sea Shore, called St. Peter's ad Murism.

THIS Villa ia deli^htfalljr .iluated oa th« Banka of the Thantes, in the Pnriah of Itletworlh, and ia about 9 Milea 
from London, commtndim; moat pictureaqoe Viewa both op and down the River. It araa built about 40 Yean a(^ by 
i Lacy, Eaq. forinerly one of the Paleoleea of Drury Iaok TIteBtie. 

The Premiaea were purcbaeed of a Mra. Smilh, whoae Home waa pulled down, and the preaent Structure erected on 
nearly the aaine Spot. It waa afterararda aold to the hte Sir Erhaud Walpolt, who reaided at it till hia Oealh, when 
he bequeathed it to hia Daughter, Mra. Krpptll, Relict of the late Biabop of Elder, who likewiae nmde it her Reaidence 
for aomo Time; and lately it waa occupied by Richard Brinitley Sheridan, Raq.

By ita contiguity to the Thamet, and the rich Scenery of ita Banka, with the Variety of moving Objects that conatantly 
engage Attentioo, it may with great Propriety he called a charming Situatioa.

THIS venerable SiruAure i< on the Eaflem Bank of the River IFutri, near Chejitr-Uyirttt, about C* Milea Korlh of 
Dotkam, and 17a from Ltftdn, lituatcd in a fine Park, to which there is a handfoinc Entrance acrofs the Riter fFeart, and 
has been the Polleflioo and Refidence of the Anccftors of its prefent noble Proprietor from the Reign of Edward the Cu^tfftr. 
The prefent StruAure was eteAed in the Reign of Edward I. by Sic Soitrt Ltmky, and enlarged by his Son Marmadah. It 
was made a Caflle in the Reign of Richard II. 

It is an extenlivc fijuare Building with Towen at each Corner, haringa Urge Court-yard in the Middle. It contains a great 
Number of fpacious Apartments, antique as well as modern, embellilhed with the Portraits of a long Train of Anccflors foe 
fome Hundred Years pall, in the Habits of the Times. 

King yamts 1 . at his AccelGon to the Throne of EmgJaad, in his Jourrwy to laadoaf was entertained in this CaAle, when leeing 
the ancient Pedigree of the Family, which he thought incredibk, turned to the Bifliop of Durham who attended him, and faid, 
he did not know before that ^dam*t Surname was Lamlrj. It is remarkable that the Entrance to this noble Seat is, you are 
obliged to be ferried over the river If’urt from the High Road ( which River is here very brood. 

The Park, which is well wooded, belidcs its Pkafantnefs, has Ibis much more valuable CircumSance to recommend it ; that 
it it full of excellent Veins of the beR Coals in the County, and having a navigable River adjoining it, conveys them, with little 
Expenfe to SuadtrSaad.

THIS bcauiiful Seat it (itualed fix Milei South of Oifttd, three from AHniitn, and 56 ftom LfnJtn, on an elevated Situ- 
ation on the Eiftcrn Bank of the The cxtenGve and beautiful Lawn, the fine Park fix Miles and a half in Circumference, 
and the flowing Woods, with the gentle Riser, and verdant Meadows, form altogether one of Uie moft delightful Scenes that 
Imagination can have any Idea of, or Fancy paint. 

On the North Side the Colleges and Public Buildings in the Oty of Oxfird piefent themfelves to view j on the Weflern Side 
the Town of Atlngdui, and the pleafant meandering Riter^i, with its Navigation, attnfls Attention ; indeed the Prafped) is 
unconfined and fingularly saiied, being extenfive in Oxftrdjhirt, and commanding the Mue Hills of Btrhjhirt called the 
^ruwj, the Vale of fVinttAmfc, and all that fertile Part of Btrkjhirt at far as Farrmj^dsn Hill. 

The Lawn, Park, and Gardens are laid out with cxcdlenl Judgment. The Houfe, though not large, for its Ncatnefs and 
Elegance of Arehitedlore is pleafingly firiklng. It was built in 1760 of Stone, having two Wii^ which contain the Offkes. 
Every Floor is arched to prevent the dreadful Ravagesof Fire, yet every Apartment is neat and convenient ; it is fumiOied with 
Elegance and Tallc, panicularly the Saloon, which hat a fuperb Ceiling, evidently copied from that at iniitMl Oiaftl, 
fFtjbmnJier, 

At a little Dillance from Netun 6 am Court, the late Earl Harfnri, in 1 764, ereded a Church, on a Model of one of the 
Temples tlPalmp-t, and embellilhed it in a fuperb Manner. The Building is truly elegant, covered with a Dome, and is 
appropriated to the Ufe of the Vill^ adjoining ; the Old Church being too near the Houfe, much out of Repair, and in a 
great Mcafure would have prevented the confidcrable Improvements that have been nude in the Lawn, Park, &c.

THIS rlcgint S4nidiire it about two Mtlet from Crmtiam, and ill from Lembn, in a icnurkabl)' Tandy Valley, Oiroufh 
which nine the River fp'iilxm, to which River there is a gradual Defcenl from the Houfe, which fortncily bchiogcd to the 
Vifeounts TyreamuJ of IrtUmd, and pad^ by Marriage of a Siller of the lad Vilcouot to Sir ythn Cufi, Bart. 
Speaker of the Houfe of Cominoiu, Father to the prefent noble Podeflbr. The North and South Fronts catend i jo Feet, 
and thofe of the Fail and Well tot Feet, containing 13 Rooms on a Floor, and three Staircafes. 

The principal Approach is to the South Fconl ; this View it taken from that of the North. This noUc Edifice is fituated in 
a Park, the Walls of which are between five and fix Miles in Circumfcreoce. 

The Apartments contain a fmall but fclefl Cotleflion of Paintings by eminent Mailers. 

The Rtmm Road, called Ermim Sirta, from LtatUn to the Hitmitr, forms the Eallem Boundary of the Parilh of Belim ; in 
its Neighbourhood are feveral Traces of ancient Encampments, w here many Antiquities have been dug up, as vrell as in his 
Lordlhip's Grounds. '

THIS Houfe i< nwA delightrully ntuteil near ihe Banks of live Jhamn, abmil nine Miles Weft of Ltndta, aind is tlie 
Boundary of (be Fariflies of Ifiewtrth and Tvieito/um, Its Site wai in 1067 a Rcfidence of K'ilBom the Ctn^tnr, and focne 
of the T reef now ftanding arc faid to have been planted during that Time. Hnry VIII. had in 1 5 1 1 an occaTional Rcfidence 
here. In >550 Queen £li%mBeth repaired the Old Houle, and in 1594. rebuilt the whole Strudurc for the Earl of Ejffir, who 
greatly improved the Grounds, and planted here fame of the Cedars of Ltianfo. In 169a III. and Mary granted it to 

the Family of Vmun, who fold it to the Duebefs of Mnurtft, by whom it was bequeathed to the Ouebefs of Nnvcajik, who 
made h her Refidence i and it is now the Rcfidence of its prefent noUe Owner. 

This Houfe is built with Red Brick, and contains fcvcral handfome Apartments, with a noble Staircafe, painted in a limilar 
Manner to that at fFiaJfir Ca/l/t. The Apartmenu contain fome good Piflutes. 

The principal Front, which is given in the Print, is Weft, it commands fome Pidurefque and extenlive Views up the Thamit 
and Country bordering on its Banks ; and being nearly oppolite ^irbinrindhas a Command over that charming Spot. RitbmpndHiH, 
and its Bridge over the Thtaui, with a Variety of flooting Objefls perpetually gliding on the River, whkh with the rich Verdure 
of its Banks form a plcafing. and enlivening Profpcfl. 

The Grounds are extenlive and ornamental, and by jisdiciaus Difpofal may properly be termed Pleafure Grounds, blending 
Beauty with Utility.

THIS Seat is (ituaied in (he Town of CirtntiJUr, 90 Mikt from L$nd\n, and 17 from Clpuctfitr, It was formerly (tic 
Property of Lord Danhj, and was purchafed by Sir Bmjsnin Bathurji^ in the Year 1695, from whom it defeended to the 
late Earl B^ihttrjiy who purchafed a large Edate adjoining to it of Sir R^^rt Aikint^ and» taking down the old Houfe, built 
the prefent ManHon upon the Site of it. ** It has a Frec>Rone Front next the Town* but its high Wall, lined with Ever- 
green*, prcTcnts the View on that Side. This Seat it didinguiihed by its cxtenfiTc and eluant Plantations. The Park is 
wclLHockcd with Deer ; the Kntraiice to it is at a Lodge on the North Side of the Houfe, by a fpadoiia Gravel Walk lined 
on each Side with {lately Elms. At a fmall DiRance from the Entrance, on the left, is an oblique Profped of the North* 
eail Front of the Houfe, with a fine Sweep- Lawn before it, and a Grove of lofty Trees on each Side ; turning to the Right, 
the Walk divides, one Branch of it kads to the Terrace, the other runs by the Side, in a ferpentine Dire^ion, about a 
Mile in Length, finely arched and lhaded by the Plantations through which it pafles. At fuitabk Diftances it cocnmiuiicates 
with the Terrace, where arc feveral Buildings and Benches for the Convenience of reftuig and Profpcfl. At the End of 
the ferpentine Walk is a fmall Building, called P«pr'r ^r«r, perhaps, becaufc that great Genius frequently retired thither 
when be vifiied his itoble Friend at OrtmtJItr, 

There is a Lawn before it, from the Centre of which eight Villas are dire^ed, which terminate with the Profpcfl of 
neighbouring Churches, and other agrecabk Buildings ; one of thoTe Objefls is a 6oe lofty Column, in the MidR of the Deer 
Park, on which is placed the Suuieof larger than Life. 




This PilUr U near a Mile diiUfit fron the Hosife, behind which ftaruls the beautiful Tower of the Parllli Church of 
Cinnajlerp fo dlredly in the CenirCf with their Fronts parallel to each otheti that an Obferver, at the Pillar, might be 
eaftly induced to believe the Tower to be a Part of his Lordlhip^s Houfe, was it not of a cUflereot Colour* 

Tike Terrace U Ibeltcred on the North*cail by a thick Plamaiion of Wood, with a moll agreeable Border of Shmbs and 
Eter*greens* It cocnounds a di(Unt Profpefl of the North of ff'iltjhirt, and lernunatci at a haodlbcnc oflagoitat Bultdiog, 
about a Mile from the Houfe. In the Middle of the Terrace U a large Pair of Iron Gates for Coimnuoicatton between the 
Deer and Ledge Parks* At ihcfe Gates is feen a large Piece of Water, a little to the Right of the Houfe, which refemblet 
a Part of a conliderablc River ; tbo* only a plcafmg Deccpiioa i as Nature has dealt her FasHMixs to this Place with fo fparing 
a Hojid, as to that Ektncnt, that there is not perhaps a perennial Spring to be found witliin it. This agreeable EfTcfl Is 
produced by planting Clumps of Trees to coaceal the Eatmnlties of tbe Lake, which is one of the numberlefs Inllaiicct of 
fiiie TaRe every where to be feen in the Deferiptioo of this Place, perfected in tbe Manner we now fee it by the particular 
Ducflioni of the prefent noble Proprietor. The Eye b no where offended with tbe Appearance of bare Walls, nor can it 
judge of the Extent of tlic Park, as the Country about b taken into View over Foflh, and concealed Boonda/les made for 
that Purpufe, where they have the beft Eifbfl. Adjolnli^ to the Deer Park, weffward, are the Lodges of Oufky Park and 
(Ukiry kfstJ, particularly meriting the TraveUcr's Attention.*

ufed at an Allniibly Room, and the Weft Gate of the Ctofe. It it a targe handfome Houfe, built by Dean Gunfksrft, 
who in it entenained King Mnt/y VII. on his return frosn the Weft of ErgUnd, In alluGoo to the Founder's Name 
fcseral targe Giutr carted In ftone are feen pointed tbnu^h (he Walls of the Building. 

yshm Gtmihtrft was Chaplain to King Edward IV. who fent him, together with Btmard dr /e Errjft, EGj. to ncgociate a 
Fence with the King of C^'dt, 1466 Or. "ydyn Alrdt, afterwards Bilhop of Etj, was added to this Commiflioti, i4;o.' 
He was Almoner to the fame King and was in a Commiflion of Trull to hold the Lands of Sir Thsmas Btirgi, Kt. 1475, 
IS hen the King was preparing foe an Expedition againft Frsmrr;* and in 1477, in another Commiftion to treat of Peace 
with that Kingdom,' likenife to prolong the Truce between the two Kingdoms ;• and in t479, to extend the Powers of 
(beTieaty,* In the Ihort Reign of Rtrhariflll. the great Seal was delivered to the Bilhop of Limslm, 1483, in the 
prefcnce, among others, of Jth» Canlhirft, Keeper of the Privy Seal,' to which be was appointed by that King, and for 
which he had an Allowance of 20s. a day out of the Ciiftoms of the Port of SaadwirH, and other Ports.' This Othce be

He died 
Jtmt i5f 14989 and was buried in the Cathedral, near Bifhop Dnirntfinl, in St, CarWrAe*i Chapel, on the right Hand 
going to the Lady's Chapel.* 

Upon the Infurrcflion in C«rwuW/ headed by Perkin ffarleflt 1498, and the Submiflion of ]iis Army upon his taking 
Sanfluary in BfanUen Abbey, Nnmyjk/ref Henry VII. took a Progrefs to Exetrrt when the ficge and aJCiult of Perkin had 
failed.

It was purchafod of the Snlhlml Family, in |6;6, by Sir Pan! Bttrrtn, Knt, Seijeant at Law, great Grandfather to 
the prefent PoflcHbr. 

The Houfe, whkh was imlifiercnt, hat been, by the Shill and Art of Mr. IfTfuti, without enlarging its Extent, fo 
admirably improved in the Difpolrtian, that the Ground-floor cootainc a final! Hall, a good common Parlour, an excellent 
eating Room, a noble Drawing-room, and a handfotne Staiitafe. Above are good Apartments, a charming Clofct, and a 
moll beautiful Library, defigned and exquilitely flniihed in the moft perfefl Style of Gsttic. 

The three Frants of the Houfe convey an Idea of a fmall Convent, never attempted to be detiwlilhed, but partly mo- 
dernifed, and adapted to the Habitation of a Gentleman's Family. 

The Scene around prefentt correfpondent Images, gently-riling Grounds, ancient Trees, and a fmall River, called the 
Link Sltur, and feems to form a Site fclefled by Monks much at their Eafc, with a View rather to a cheerful Retirement 
than to auflcrc Meditations ; while, at the fame Time, no dillant Profpeds tantalised them with Views of Opulence and 
buf) Society. 

The Content of an independent EngH/b Gcntlenaan fucceeded naturally to fimilar Enjoyments ; and Mr. J iidgment 

has preferted that Coaiefccnce of Ideas, and realized an Union which Mr. Buirtll't good Talle preferred to O.lvniaiinn.

THIS aocienl Refidenoe ii two Miles from aod about too Miles ftom Lmdm. By a Survey of the IQandl, 

taken in the (ocond Year of Q^n Etizahih, the Manor of Ntrth ShanotU appears to have been in the PoUclEon of Thtmoi 
Temti, Efi]. ; and towards the End of the fame Reign it became, by purchale, the Property of Sir ytin Ltifh, Knt. in 
whofe inmcdiole Defeendanu it rtouined till bought, in the Year 1793, by Rukard Bull, Efq. of Chlfftng Ongar in Fffc*. 

The prtfent Manor Houle, called Ntnh Ctnrt, is Ctuaied near the laid Village of h’trth in the pleafant Valley 

leading ftom Ntuftrt to Brixtm, and about five Miles Sonth-wcR from the former. It was creded by the above Sir J>kn 
Ltigk about the Year 1615, and is a remarkable flrong-built refpefbible Manfion of Fieeftone. The late wottby Banaij 
Evtitigh Ltigk, Efq. eipended cotifiderable Sums in altering and improving the infide ; but unfonunately, hit Talle lead 
him to prefer modem Safh Windows, to the large proycfliog Cafements he found here, and by that Means the North 
Front has lod much of its venerable Afpefl. The prefent Owner 1 ms fitted up and furniihed the different Apartments 
with a great Degree of comfortable Elegance, without any Pretence to Finery. 

The PIcafure Grounds are fulBcicntly extennve, wclUwooded, and neatly kept ; and rifing boldly from the Houfe, afford 
many piflurerque Vievrt both of Sea and Land. 

Almoll at the Garden Gate the High Downs begin, and continue with little or no Interruption, for more than 10 Miles, 
to the Light Houfe upon Frtji fFdltr Clijfi i the great and commanding Features of which ate liccn in full Profped all 
the Way. A long Extent of the Eagli/i Channel appears at a fmall LMflance on the Left, very frequently covered with 
large Fleeu and Convoys ; and on the Right is a full View of the open Sea, with the Woods of the Airw Ftrtjl in the back 
Ground, and the beautiful Enclofutes of the Illaod fpreadiog themfelves like a Map between the l>owns and the Sea, on 
och Side.

LAMBETH PALACE, 

In SUR R r. 

The Rcfidence of His Grace the Archblfliop of CANTERBURY. 

( From a Drutving by COOK E.) 

THIS venerable S<ru£lure is fituateil on the South Side of the River Thamtit nearly oppoTite irtfimnjltr Abbey and Hall. 
A Fuiindatiun for a collegiate Church was begun here by Archbifhop Baldwin, the Manor of which his Sttcccflbr, 
Archbilhop//*iVrr, in 1197, exchanged with the Bilbop of RKhtfltr, in wbofe Diocefe i( is liluated, for the Manor of Derval 
in AVer. Tlie prefent Struflure was begun by Archbifhop Bmifatt, in the 13th Century, and continued to be enlarged by 
his SucccITots till 1435, when Archbifhop ChithtU) crefled the LsiUrdi' Tower. His SucccITors expended large Sums on this 
Palace. It was nearly dcflroyed during the Civil Wars. After CbarUt the FirR's Decollation it fell to the Paflclhon of 
Colonel Sitll, who converted the Chapel into a Dancing Room, demolifhed the great Hall, and, in many Refpefis, rendered 
the whule of the Palace a ruinous Pile. It was rellored by Archbifhop Jntan, who rebuilt the Hall at the Expence of 
10,3901. r it is 93 Feet long by 38 broad ; and the fuccccding Aichbilhops Isave fpared no Col) to render it worthy of being 
the Kcfulmce of the Primate of all EnflanJ. 

The Garden and Buildings cover 11 Acres, 3 Roods, and ai Perches, and is watered by Canals from the Thmri. Over 
the Gateway is the Repofitory of the Archives of the See of Cmlnhury. The Ponet’i Lodge is fiippolcd to hate been 
ufed as a Prifun, as there arc fume Iron Rings fallcncd in the Wall, like others in the LtllarJi’ Tower. The Prelirnce 
Chamber has three Windows of ancient painted Glafs. The long Gallery, 89 Feet 9 Inches by 15 Feet 9, is filled with 
Potirails, chiefly of Pielatcs. From a modem Bow Window is a fine View of the Law ns and Plantations ; with an Opening,

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through w)iieh IVefiminJitT Ahhtj, the BiHlge. 5rc. arc fccD lo great Advantage* In the great Dining Room arc Poitraiis of 
ail (he ArchbiHiopa (rocn Laud to Cormvellif. 

The Ltihrdt* Tower has i(s Name from bring the Prifon of fame of the Oppofera of Papal Authority. The Room 
wherein they were confined is at the Top of the Buildiogy 13 Feet long and 9 broad. In the Waiafcot, whkh Is Oak an 
Inch thick, are fadened eight Urge Iron Rings. On the Wainfeot are vaiious half Scntencesand Scratches, with Names 
and Letters, cut with a Knife, and Tuppofod to have been done by the unhappy Prifoners confined there. 

The Library was founded by Archbilhop BAntrtft in i 6 to, and by his SucceiTors has been confiderably ioertafed. This 
Library (Unrls over the CloiRers, forms a narrow Gallery, which occupies the four Sides of the Quadrangle, and contains 
upwards of 35,000 Volunvei. The Library of Maouferipts, which contains 1 1,000 Trafb, is over Part of the former*

BRADBOURN ii id the Pullh of Eafi MslHnf, and la rnuated in ibc Middle of a Paik of about three Milea in Circum* 
fercnce, beaulifulljr wooded, with a fine Piece of Water running through the Middle of it from Well to Eart, which falla 
into the MtJway at about a Mile and a Half diQanI, on the Nortli. It u fituated on the Ltnin Road to MoUfttm, and 
about five Milea Weft of that Town, and jt from the Capital. The principal Fmnta are to the Weft, and South, the latter 
of which is the Afpcfl of the Engravii^ and la lao Feet in Length ; the Weft Front ii 90 Feet. Thefe Fronts were built 
about the Year 1720, by Sir Tktmaa Twifitn, Bart. Grandfather to the pitrenl PolleUbr i the other Parts of the Houfc ate 
of a much older Date. 

The Dimenfiona of the Ground Floor ate at follow : Dining Parlour, 41 Feet by 25, and 15 Feet high ; Breakfaft Room, 
30 by 20, and 16 high ; Small Drawing Room, 25 by 18, and 14 high ; Drawing Room, 32 by 21, and 14 high. Two 
Halls, with Staircafea.

THIS noble Structure (biixU io the Parilh of £/iW/, about feren Miles from lAndtn, and was the Scat of the Ute 
Priocefs AmtUo\ it was built by /ar/r Jmtu It is Gtuated on a rifingCround^ and the Approach to it from the Garden is 
remarkably fine. The Loggia has a beautiful Appearance at a DiHance, and commands a fine ProfpcA of Surry, of the 
and of all the Meadows on its Banks for a great Extent, even to LsnJw, The Apatlrncnts are Well contrived : 
the Hall, which is fpacious, is on each Side fupported by Rows of Columns, and from thence you aCcend by a noble Flight 
of Stairs to a Saloon, which is a double Cube of 35 Feet high, and moll elegantly embclUQicd. This fine Room hat an 
Entrance into the Portico on the back Front, which is fupported by Columns, and, from tlic Finenefs of the Profpc£l, 
is rendered a delightful Situation in the Afternoon in the warm Months io Summer. 

The Gardens were greatly improved by lier Royal Highnefs, to wbkb many Additions were made by Plantatioot, 
additional Grounds, and elegant Ercdions.

Miles from Dniigb, the County Town, and tog from LtnJm. It was built by Mrs. A^nVI, ReliA of the late — Mejriit, 
Efquire : and derolvcd by Marriage to the prefcnt Podcllbr, PhiUf Ytrh, of Erihiji, Efqnire. 

The Building is fared with Sa/b Stone ; and contains fereral commodious, with Come fpacious and bandfonic Apartments. 

The Vale of JiltJ it narrow, and the dired Views from the Fronts of the Houle arc confeqtiently confined, but ihofe op 
and down the Vale are woody and pifiutefque ; and the VUbge of Llmfamao, imperfcSIy feen at the Diftance of a Mile, 
adds to the rural Beauty of the Situation. The Rirer JlUJ, which glides below, it not of fufficknt Confequence to furm a 
Feature, though fame late Improvements promife to remedy the Deficfl.

THIS (Ieg*m Stnidurc is Stuitcd in a fine Park ncii tbe Villsfc of Stj/SUm in the County of Btrh} U diftsnt about 
I MiJet from Radr*i, and 48 from Lmdm, 

The EOate formerly belonged to Lord Fsm, but the Houfe was ereSed by the prefent Proprietor, from a Dcfign by 
Mr. Ctrr, of Ttri, on the Principle of Ifatmrlh Hnft in Ttri^rt. 

The Abilities of the Architeft arc happily difplayed in the Completion of this Building ; and the Liberality of the 
Owner baa been conlpicuoua in rendering BaJiUm Hmfe not iaferioe to many of the moil fuperb Seats in the Kingdom. 

The Walla of the grand Saloon are painted in Imitation of Baflb Relicro, in a foperior Style, by Monf. Da Brmim, and 
the Cdting it omamenled in Stucco, and pinked in eery beautiful. The whole ia finilhed in a maAerly Manner. 

The Park abounds with Deer, which gives an enlivening Beauty to the furttsunding Landfeape. The whole of tbe 
Grounds are laid out with great Judgment, and have many local Advantages, which are pleallngly adapted to the Elegance 
of the Manfioiu TheCe command fine Views of tbe beautiful Windings of the River Thamti, and extenfive Profpedt of tbe 
adjacent Country. 

The Woods of BafiJtn arc a noble Plantation, through which there it a high Road.

The Park it remarkable for its Wood and Verdure? the Water prefenU an Fxpaafe not inferior to that of the 7 hums\ 
and the Ptanialiocu, which cxicimI many Mile* orcr a great Variety of hilly and Irregular Cotmlry, form one of the grandcR 
MaiTct of Wood and ForeS Scenery in EniUnd.

THIS VUU II fituat(d in tbc Piridi of OU and ii about 50 Miles from Lmdmt it was fonnerly a Cottage 

bdoDging to Frrnmt Piftt, Efq. Nephew to Dean Ptlling, fram whom the Name is derived. The prefent Proprietor 
piuchafcd it of Mr. Piiitt about la Yean fince, and has confideraUy enlarged and much improved it with judicious 
modem Alterations, which has converted it into a moA picaling, elegant, and deArahle Refidence. 

The Eatcnt of the HuuCe is 75 Feet in Length by 38 in Width, w ith a Soulh-eaft Profped. The Ground Floor contains 
a Hall and BreakfaA Parlour, the Funutura of which is painted Velvet. Tbc Walls are decorated with coloured Proof 
Prints, from the heft Attifta, laRcfiilly difplayed t On tbc fame Floor are liltewife the Library, Dining and Drawing 
Rooms, all oenaroented with Paintings and Nccdlc.work, by Mrs. BmatU. Above Stairs arc eight Bed Roams with 
Drefling Rooens, decorated with equal Tafte and li^muity by tbc fame Lady. 

The Houfe contains 1 ^ Rooms beSdes Offices, and commands a bold View of fPlml/tr CefiU, and the pidnrcfque Scenery 
in its Vicinity } and what adds to the Beauty of the furrounding Profped, is the meandering and enlivening View of the 
River Ttomti. 

The PIcafure Grounds rdeewife command the fame pleaitng OI^c^, and contain near ao Acres, which arc laid out with 
Taflc and Judgment. The Grounds rife on chic Side, on the Summit of which is a Temple, built wiili Flint, containing 
a Billiard Room, a Grotto, and a Tea Room, which commands beautiful and estenlive ProfpeRs. We muft itot forget 
to mention an admirable well-contrived niftic Dairy, which is Cccn in tbc View. A curious Hermitage and Aviary ate 
placed in different Parts of the Shmbbery.

THIS Scat, with its Oflicn, coven a Urge Kalent of Grounii, ami commanda an open and extenfive Profped. It ia 
near the Hundred Inn, and about 20 Milea from If 'orctfter, and ia6 from London. It flanda in the Parilh of (what is 
coaiDMnly called) Great Ib'illey, or IFliitlty, but ia not of modern Arebitedure. It conlaina fome handtbme Apart- 
roenU, the Fittings up of which are highly ornamental. The Gardena are laid out in a corTefpociding Manner, in 
which there it a noble Canal of large Dimenfions, with Greenhoufe, fee. fuitable to the Rank of the Poffeflbr. There it 
a Communication, by a convenient Clofet, from the HouCe to the Church (which ia fcco in the V'iew <m iIk right 
Hand), which was built by the firft Lord Foity, and Marg hit Widow, aitd is worthy the Opulence and Tallc of tire 
Family j on the south Side of the Altar there it a fumptuous marble Monument of the Founder of this Church (who 
died Jan. la, 1732) and his Family. 

Tile whole Building is very eomplclely Cuilhed j the Windows were painted by Pric* in the Year 1719. and the Ceil, 
ing by f'errto; they were originally defigncd for the Chapel of Conaa (in MiddU^rj-J, hot when Misfortunes befell the 
magnificent Duke of Chandoi, they were purchafed bv the fecond laird Fo/ey, and (it this Church as well at if they were 
originally defigned for it.

THIS Villa it about 5 Milea from London, aiul U del^hlfully fittulcd on an Eminence coimnanding the whole of the 
rich Vate whieh ettendt from I,cinIoii to Richmond} Part of theLandfeape it enlircncd by a View of the TAonei, and 
ibe whole is bounded by the Hills of Sorry and Kml, 

The Gardens, Hauhuufes, Pleafurc-grounds, and numerous Accompaniments of the Villa, fumifli a magnificent 
Specimen of that Degree of Elegance and Comfort enyoj'cd by Englilh Merchants, when they occafionally retreat from 
the induArious Labours of the Comptiog-lMnife to (hare their well-earned Wealth with their Friends, in the ilofpitality 
of their Country Seats. 

Tire Grounds were originally planned by Broum, and hare rcceiecd fnmc Improrement from Rtpton. 

The Iloufc is large and richly furniihed j but the accurate, or fcieniihc Obterver, will perceive on the Outfide of the 
Villa, fueb Departures from the cRabliQied Rules or Proportions of ArchiteSure, as mull naturally be expeded where the 
BuiUrr ot Snrveyer isconfulted infieadof the regular Archited. 

The Editor did not think himfelf juftiiied in reprefenting the Arcbiiedure of the HouCe more correA than it is in reality; 
but by the common Obferver, the Error in the Entablature, or in the InMroolumniatioo, wilt hardly be deteded. 

Among the Appendages to this Place may be mintioocd the Farm, the Dairy, the Baths, and the Boat-boufe, which 
hare been much and defcrvedly admired.

The Seat of his Grace the DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND, 

(From a Dratcing by WILLIAM ANGUS.) 

THIS ancient Seat in aitinted in Oie Parish of hlraorth, in Che Counij of MUUUsfr, about 8 Miles IVom 
ijmdoni and derives its name from the celebrated Monastery of the Holy Mount .<ihn, which once occupied the 
same site. Sion was one of the 6rst of the larfrest Monasteries which were suppressed. 

In I6W, Sion ilounr was ^nted to Pim-ry, ninth Eari of 'Northuinherlajid, in consideration of his 

eminent services to the Crown, and his Sum AIgtmon emplo)ed Im/ro Jonrt to new free the Inner Court, and to 
6nish the Great Hall in the manner in which it now appears. ’ 

Charlfi, Uukt of Sommri, having married about the sear 1688 the only daughter of Jocthne, Earl of Sorthum- 
btrtand. this Mansion became his property, and he lent it to the Prment Amt, who resided here during the misun- 
derstanding between her aiul Qurm Mary. Upon the Dukt'a death in 1748, his Son Alfcrnon gave Sion Ifousa to 
Sir IlugA and Lady Smithson, hit Son-in-law and Daughter, allcrwardB Dukt and Durhrst of Norihumbrriand, 
who made the greater part of the late fine improvements. • 

The House is a majestic edifice of white stone i the roof is flat, and embattled, and at each of the four outward 
angles is a square embattled turret. The entrance from the high road is through a magnificent gateway, adorned 
on each side with an open colonnade. The ascent to the Honse ia by a nulde Sight of steps, which leads into the

THIS ancinit S«t demoded to liie preBent Noble poearmor from hi> Anoeator*, the Greys, Barons of Work, 
and Earls of Tankerville. 

It mu fornarrly a Hunting-aeat beloogii^ to tbe Family, Uieir atrong bolda being HtUm and Work CastU, in the 
name County. 

In the Reign of Edward III. Thomas Grey it Heten, had licence from the King, " Kernellare manium tuum da 
Cherelingham ac caatrum aive fortalitium inde Ihcete." The Castle baa undergone varioua alteratiooa ainca that 
period. Part of tbe Southern Front being built in the Reign of Henry VI., and the Northern Front, as well as the 
Interior of tbe Quadrangle, being repaired and ornamented by Inigo Jones. 

Tlie CastU atandson a riaing ground in the middle of a grove of old sycamores and Umea. Its form is quadran- 
gular, with a Court in tbe centre, and square Towers at each angle. 

The Apartments are neitlmr very large or numeroua, as tbs CastU seems to have been constructed OKire for 
seenrity than show. There is, however, a handsome Hall, 60 ftet in length, and the Apartments contain a CoUeo 
tion of ancient Portraits. 

ChiUin^atn CastU is four Miles from Wooler, and five from Belfori, lying between the two Northern Roa4t from 
NexecastU to Etimbtsrgh, and is distant 319 hliles from Lostdon.

The Seat of the Right Honourable the EARL of WINCHELSEA,

THIS nobir Ilotue, oiled BoHeg ra Ikt UiU, or Burleigh, it titualed near .Market OterUm, and it about MO 
Milet from lemdau/ the ucieni building farrocrly belonged to Spenser the IVariike, Bishop of A'onnrA. in the Reign 
of Richard II, and waa purchated by George VilUert, Duke of Burkiaghem, who here entertained James /. with 
Bm Joason's “ Mask of the Gypiiee.” It was burnt by the Parliament in the Civil Wan, except the noble .StaMe*. 
JJam'r/, £iir/ a/ .VutfnigAmn, arbo purchated the eitate, rebuilt the Houae at it now appeara; which haa a Park, 
encloaed by a wall ofiireorau Milet round. It belongt to the preeent Earl of Winthelseti, and the Court it aup> 
posed the largest in the Kingdom. Here it tome vrty fine Tapestry, and the Saloon is ornamented with the 
History of Julim Ceerar. ViUierr bought Bserlrg of the Hein of UarringUm, and the Earl of Wmektlsca it 
Giandton to the Earl of Nottingham, who purchased it of Vmierr. 
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
